BEGIN SUMMARY. PLENARY DEBATES INCLUDED DISCUSSION OF US 
GSP PROPOSAL, PARTICULARLY CRITERIA FOR DESIGNATION OF BENEFICIARY 
COUNTRIES, LACK OF IMPACT OF GSP ON LEAST DEVELOPED COUNTRIES, 
PROBLEMS OF YAOUNDE COUNTRIES SHARING THEIR SPECIAL PREFERENCES 
IN THE EC, AND THE QUESTIONS OF EROSION OF GSP PREFERENTIAL MARGINS 
FROM EC ENLARGEMENT, EXCHANGE RATE CHANGES AND MTN AND DEMAND 
FOR 

COMPENSATION. LATIN AMERICAN GROUP REQUESTED SG TO CONVENE A 
MEETING OF COMMITTEE BEFORE DECEMBER 31, 1973 TO CONSIDER 
THESE LATTER QUESTIONS. AGENDA WAS ADOPTED FOR THE NEXT 
ANNUAL REVIEW MEETING BUT THE DECISION ON THE DATE WAS PASSED

BUT EVEN THIS AMOUNT WOULD NOT MEET REGION' S NEEDS. STAGING WOULD 
BE FROM BAMAKO DIRECTLY. MONTHLY SUPPLY NEEDS FOR THESE AREAS 
ARE: GOUNDAM ( AND DIRE) 425 MT; TIMBUKTU 300 MT AND GAO ( AND 
BOUREM) AREA 1275 MT. GERMAN AND SOVIET EXPERIENCE HAS SHOWN THAT
